Sees $4 


Increase 


The increase in the 1971 tax 
rate can be held to no more than 


$4 if the recommendations of the . 


Finance committee are followed. 
The FinCom report in the mails 
this week to all residents of the 
community, gives its recom- 
mendations on adoption of the 
annual municipal and_ school 
budgets, along with special articles 
appearing in the warrant. 

The financial watchdogs were 
able to reduce the overall increase, 
according to Dr. Albert J. Green- 
berg, chairman, by careful scruti- 
nizing each individual budget, and 
cutting out where it felt savings 
could be realized. 

Too, the group recommends use 
of $600,000 from the town’s mil- 
lion-dollar-plus free cash account. 

Dr. Greenberg said it is his 
intention to notify the voters at 
town meeting of ways in which 
the tax rate increase can be re- 
duced further, to one dollar, or 
possibly keeping at its present 
$39 per thousand rate. 

The ®finCom chairman stated 
that further cutback in budgetary 
requests can be realized. He 
said it was his intention to so 
notify the voters and to allow 
them to make the ultimate deci- 
sion on whether in some cases, 
to pay for services now, or post- 
pone them for a year. 

-Town meeting is scheduled to 
get underway Monday night, with 
an abundance of items to be con- 
sidered in the 75-article warrant. 

In addition to money articles, 
there will be an item calling for 
adoption of a representative town 
meeting system, the veto power 
of the “inance Committee at the 
October town meeting is being 
challenged in another article and 
several -zoning issues are to be 
considered. 

One of the most controversial 
is an item which would ban the 
sale of non-returnable bottles as 
of April 1, 1972. 

The meeting is scheduled for 
three sessions. Collowing ad- 
journment Monday, the session 
will convene again on Monday, 
March 15 and hopefully conclude on 
Saturday, March 20. 

The major expenditures include 
$1,900,500 for the Doherty school 
addition and $4,000,000 for a water 
treatment plant. Eoth items have 
FinCom approval.

The Recreational Advisory 
Committee has released their 
masterplan for development of 
Andover Recreational Park as the 
town’s complete-spectrum rec- 
reational facility, in 12 annual 
steps, to spread the cost to the 
town. 

Step one in the masterplan has 
been endorsed by the selectmen, 
in their unanimous vote to support 
Articles 60 and 61 in the town 
meeting warrant. These call for 
construction of a concrete multi- 
purpose play area north of the 
present softball diamond, and 
construction of a third earth soil 
conservation dam to control the 
water level of Pomp’s Pond. 

The multi-purpose play area 
would be a concrete slab, 80’ x 
200’, with game lines for basket- 
ball, volleyball, badminton, shuf- 
felboard and paddle tennis. Fy 
using removable net standards, 
the area could be cleared for 
roller skating, social and square 
dancing, and ice skating in the 
winter. RAC ChairmanMrs. Mar- 
garet Keck said the committee put 
this into step one of the master 
plan becuase it was a construction 
which would make great improve- 
ment quickly without a great out- 
lay of money by the town. A 
shelter building nearby will 
eventually provide for warming 
facilities in winter andgroup picnic 
facilities in summer. 

The masterplan is the result of 
2 1/2 years of planning by the 
Recreational Advisory Committee, 
and six months work by the Allen 
Organization, the Eennington, Vt., 
recreational planning firm which 
actually produced the final master- 
plan, and map. The masterplan 
encompasses the gravel pit and 
Foster’s Island, as well as the 
present recreational facilities. 
Planner. Stewart Allan’s report 
finds that the 190 acres of the 
Andover Recreation Park contain 
all the necessary elements for an 
excellent recreation area, poten- 
tially one of the most beautiful 
and useful in the state. The report 
warns that the swimming will con- 
tinue to deteriorate, however,

unless the pond is dredged, which 
would cost several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, a modern swimming 
center constructed, or the swim- 
ming area separated from the rest 
of the pond by a curtain wall, al- 
lowing chemical treatment or even 
filtering of the water within the 
swimming area. 

Allen recommends the new 
curtain wall method, if feasible, 
as the least expensive way to 
provide good swimming conditions, 
and ‘‘a way which retains the 
aesthetics of the area.’’ A study 
this year will determine the feas- 
ibility of the curtain wall method, 
and Step Two of the masterplan, 
for next year’s town meeting to 
vote, would be improvement of the 
swimming center and construction 
of a new bathhouse, with dressing 
room, toilets and showers, first 
aid room, office, and a snack bar. 
The present bathhouse is judged 
substandard, as is the basketball 
court. 

The Pond would have a boating 
center, a small building for con- 
trol and storage of boats and a 
small dock to tie up rowboats, 
canoes and pedal boats which would 
rent out on an hourly basis. 

A parking area for 120 cars is 
recommended near the swimming 
area, and just south of the area, 
the existing picnic area would be 
expanded, with informal horse- 
shoe pits added. 

The natural slope south of the 
picnic area could provide an audi- 
torium for an outdoor theater, 
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with audiences sitting on the grassy 
slopes. 
Gravel Pit 

The gravel pit has great potential 
to the recreational planners, who 
see a baseball and softball dia- 
monds and a football field in the 
flat center, once seeded, as well 
as dog and horseshows and 
other special events in this area. 
An archery range could use the 
steep slope as a backdrop, while 
skiers would make use of a rope- 
tow on the northerly slope. A 
portion of the Swamp area nearby 
would be cleared for natural pond 
skating, and a shelter building 
would provide toilet facilities for 
this whole area, and be a warming 
hut for winter sports. In the 
general gravel pit area, a large 
mini-bike and snowmobile trail is 
recommended, with ‘‘S’’ loops, 
curves, hills and valleys as well 
as straightaways. 

Foster’s Island should be kept 
as natural as possible, according 
to the plan, serving as ecological 
study areas and wildlife preserves, 
with walking trails, nature trails 
and observation piers extending 
into the marshlands. Foster’s 
Island could even serve as a week- 
long residential camp, as part of 
the fifth or sixthgrade curriculum. 

The planners recommend that 


entrance to the Park be limited to | 


one location, the present Abbot 
street entrance, for better control, 
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and a loop road approximately 4300 
feet in length link all the proposed 
facilities with a minimum of 
hazard. Existing roads would form 
a sizeable portion of the loop. 

Three major areas within the 
loop road could contain an area for 
four all-weather tennis courts, and 
handball courts, a children’s zoo 
for farm and native animals and 
a children’s play area with a 
shelter building, an oldfashioned 
carousel and play apparatus. 
Nominal charges for admission to 
the carousel andzoo and for animal 
food could add revenues for upkeep, 
possibly profit. 

The report recommends reno- 
vating the present recreation 
building, with an addition at the 
lower level to serve as a year- 
round maintenance center, and 
garage space. An arts and crafts 
area is recommended under the 
trees near this building. 

The plan also includes benches 
in shady areas along the shore 
of Pomp’s Pond, walks and trails 
for easy access and pleasure 
strolls, and protection of existing 
trees. Parking would be provided 
at the gravel pit area. 

Mrs. Keck pointed out that the 
plan, like the town’s masterplan 
for sewers and storm drainage, 
provide for orderly development 


- in a way the town can afford. 


She emphasized that priorities and 
steps for each year have been set 
up, but that these can be shifted 
as the town desires,

WMuste To 
Our Ears 


By Edward P. Grigoli 


‘‘Swing’’ might be defined 
as jazz rhythms performed by a 
large band. 

This new era of jazz develop- 
ment was such that written 
arrangements were necessary for 
large bands. The rhythms of jazz, 
are so complicated that they cannot 
be accurately symbolized in 
traditional notation, thus large 
bands could not achieve true jazz 
rhythms, 

In the early thirties a solution 
to this problem was found. Ar- 
rangers such as Sy Oliver and 
Fletcher Henderson created the 
pattern for swing arrangements. 
Henderson established _ the 
independent use of the trumpet 
section, trombone section, saxo- 
phone section, rhythm section, 
along with the use of soloist. 

This allowed the performers by 
a kind of ‘‘musica reservata’”’ to 
translate the notation into the cor- 
rect jazz rhythms. However, it 
was when Fletcher Henderson 
started to arrange for the Renny 
Goodman Band in 1934, that the 
country at large first heard this 
new kind of large band music. 

The effect was so electrifying 
that the ‘‘swing craze” swept 
the nation. This was the era when 
kids started jitterbugging in the 
theatre aisles, and among other 
things, though hardly most 
important, it was the first time that 

out-siders began to concernthem- 
selves about the sociological and 


psychological implications of jazz.

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Editorial Comment 


Town Meeting 


Andover voters have the opportunity, beginning Monday 
night, to carve for themselves, what it will cost to be a resi- 
dent of the town for the next year. 

Town meeting will be gavelled to order at approxi- 
mately 7:30 p.m., and on Monday and subsequent adjourned 
sessions, the voters will decide what living here will cost to 
the taxpayers. 

This year, unlike other annual sessions, the town meeting 
has several proposals which will have a definite bearing on 
Andover’s future. 

There are non-monetary items, such as adoption of a re- 
presentative town meeting and also banning of non-return- 
able bottles, as an ecology move. 

These items, along with conservation articles, will have a 
deep impact on the voters of the community. 

But the major impact, and one which affects all, will be 
the determining of the 1971 tax rate, through adoption of 
articles dealing with appropriation of funds. 

It is imperative that all Andover residents make every 
effort to attend all sessions of the town meeting this year. 

Needless is it to mention that all of us are faced with in- 
creased costs, not only on personal basis, but on the state 
and federal government levels as well as our town. 

The Finance Committee has made its recommendations 
and has concluded that no more than a $4 increase in the 
tax rate will result in 1971, if their suggestions are followed. 

Further, FinCom officials:are planning to present to town 
meeting, proposals to reduce the tax rate hike even further, 
letting the taxpayers decide if they want services this year, 
or delay them for another year. 

The decision will be up to the voters. 

The FinCom has worked diligently to save the taxpayers 
money. 

Their efforts, most exemplary, in view of their volunteer 
efforts resulting in countless hours examining budgets and 
special articles, should be followed. 

Is it of little concern when a taxpayer complains of the 
cost of operating his community’s needs, when he fails to 
attend town meeting. 

Good attendance lends itself most appropriately to the 
Democratic process. 

We would hope that thoughtful review of the Finance 
committee report and attendance at town meeting, that 
Andover will be afforded the wisdom of a sane financial 
future. 


A Mandate 


Monday’s election results, particularly in the school 
committee race, appear most interesting. 

Mrs. Virginia Cole was defeated by Dr. Francis Griggs, a 
Merrimack College professor. 

We see the results as a mandate to school authorities to 
examine itself, particularly in its financial and innovative 
procc dures in directing the town’s school system. 

Hardly anyone would deny Mrs. Cole’s devotion to public 
education over the years, as well as her civic contributions. 

But, Dr. Griggs, in his campaign, brought out some in- 
teresting points. 

He commented on the evaluation of the open school 
concept. 

Is the open school better than the structured system? 

He felt answers were needed. 

Is proper use being made of school buildings? Are double 
sessions something to consider in this day of rising con- 
struction costs? Do we continue to spend money for educa- 
tion simply because Andover has a reputation as an educa- 
tionally minded community? 

These are the questions, Dr. Griggs asked during his 
campaign. 

The school department has had an almost cost - un- 
conscious attitude in recent years. 

Perhaps Mrs. Cole fell victim to this attitude, despite her 
devotion to duty. 

But Dr. Griggs brought home some pertinent points - 
some which may spill over to town meeting, 

William I’, King survived the onslaught on Monday. 

Possibly, had another candidate been in the race, the 
upset would have been even more major. 

Conceivably, the results contain a lesson to school 
authorities. 


The Veto 


There are some people in the community who would like 


to see the veto power of the 


Finance committee done away 


with at the October town meeting. 
It will be subject to town meeting decision, under Article 


28. 


Possibly it will not come up at the initial session on Mon- 


day night. 


But when it does, the article, which would eliminate the 
veto power of the Finance Committee over any financial ex- 
penditures at a special town meeting, which the October 
session is, would be. bypassed. 

Thus any articles could come before a special session. 

The veto power was granted to the Finance committee 
for a specific purpose, namely to eliminate pressure tactics 
for particularly interested parties. 

To now remove that power would thoroughly jeopardize 
the orderly process of government. 


Much to its credit, the 


Finance Committee is being 


threatened by school committee, which is the sponsor of 
the article to eliminate the veto power. 

It would appear that the school people would like to 
supersede the FinCom authority, if they fail to win their 
desires at the annual town meeting. 

We think the veto power of the Finance Committee is 


well taken and justified. 


If they are to be the ‘financial watchdogs’ of the town, as 
they are most properly refered to, then they should be 
sranted the powers to insure proper financial protection of 


the community. 


Retention of the veto power seems most important if 
Andover’s future course is to be charted on a sound econo- 


mical basis. 


Route 93 


For a comparatively new highway, Route 93 leaves much 
to be desired as far as its surface is concerned. 
Travelling over the section in Andover, the roadway is 


bumpy and hazardous. 


The state department of public works is continually being 
harassed with regard to road conditions. 

Justifiably so, however, when an expressway such as 
Route 93, with its heavy vehicular traffic, is in such a 
deplorable condition after being opened for so short a time. 

The bumpy, almost washboard, surface, lends itself quite 


adequately to accidents. 


Cars can be thrown off course, and the three-lane travelled 
way becomes perilous during peek traffic hours. 

We would hope that attention will be given the thorough- 
fare and soon, even with the realization that winter weather 


is still with us. 


This major artery, with its fog-patched section, now being 
joined by its horrendous surface in some areas, is certainly in 
need of attention - the sooner the better.

The 29-year-old Callard, a1963 
honors graduate of Princeton, will 
succeed John T. Osander, who has 
headed the admission office for 
the last five years. Osander 
announced early last month that 
he was resigning at the end of 
the current academic year to start 
a non-profit ‘‘Educators’ Learn- 
ing Studio’’ to influence the train- 
ing of educational administrators 
and teachers. 

The selection of Mr. Callard 
grew out of an extensive process 
of consultation in which trustees, 
faculty, students, alumni, and 
others were involved, and it en- 
tailed the review of the qualifica- 
tions of a sizeable number of 
possible candidates whose names 
had been suggested by various 
sources.

The fact that most of our basic 
resources will be used up within 
75 years; that we will then be 
mining today’s dumps for raw 
materials, should make us want 
to conserve -- now. The obvious 
answer is that we must consume 
less, waste less, and reuse more. 

By passage of article 62 at this 
year’s Town Meeting, Andover will 
have an opportunity to reverse the 
trend toward the use of those con- 
veniences which are really 
synonymus with waste. As added 
benefit, the elimination of non- 
returnable bottles and cans will 
make our landfill last longer; re- 
duce the litter on our roads; and 
should save us money on our pur- 
chases of soft drinks and beer. 

An alternative is recycling; the 
collection, sorting, and trucking 
of the cans and bottles to be 
reprocessed. This expense would 
be paid by taxpayers however, not 
by bottlers anddistributors. While 
recycling is the ultimate answer 
for the trash problem, it’s time 
has not yet come. 

Aside from a little time and 
care Andoverites would not lose 
much; most of the popular 
beverages can be obtained in re- 
turnables. Our approval can favor- 
ably influence similar legislation 
now pending in Massachusetts and 
most of the other New England 
States, which would convince other 
bottlers to produce returnables. 

In addition to approving articles 
22, 23, 24, 25 and 26 which are 
essential to proper daily disposal 
of the town’s wastes, we should 
pass article 62 to put some of 
the responsibility where it belongs, 
on each of us.

TOUR PRIGES GASED ON Uinecr TO GOVERNMENT APPROVAL. 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN; 


Water is a precious natural 
resource and is short in supply 
nationwide but especially in An- 
dover. Despite the heavy precipi- 
tation this winter Haggett’s Pond 
is low. To avoid a water famine 
this summer we must expand our 
facilities. To this end we will be 
asked to appropriate one million 
dollars at the March meeting. 
This will be only a beginning and 
the total cost of the water system 
will be much more. The cost will 
be borne by the real estate owner. 

The total water consumption in 
1970 was one billion, ninety-eight 
million, four hundred ninety two 
thousand gallons. Consumption by 
industry was twenty-seven percent 
of the total, in round figures four 
hundred million gallons. The two 
large industries recently located 
here consumed twenty percent of 
the total or two hundred twenty- 
two million, two hundred twenty 
thousand gallons. 

The new water rate schedule 
of charges is for the first two 
thousand cubic feet, seventy cents 
per hundred cubic feet; for the 
next eight thousand feet, sixty 
cents; and on a scale down to 
thirty-five cents on all over one 
hundred thousand feet. 

The average household use is 
ten thousand cubic feet each six 
months. This costs the user 
sixty-two cents per foot. At the 
same time the large industries are 
buying their water at thirty-five 
cents per foot. Why offer reduced 
rates to those who are using up 
our natural resource at such a 
rate. 

It is suggested that we elimi- 
nate from the rate structure all 
below the sixty cent charge and 
charge industry the same rate 
as is paid by the householder. 
It is understood that we cannot 
run the water department at a 
profit unless the profit is used to 
increase capital expenditures. It 
would help pay for our needed 
expansion if those who use so 
much water provided funds for 
the increased facilities.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN;: 

Voters should keep in mind that 
at town meeting majority vote can 
bring up any Article inthe Warrant 
regardless of its place. Selectmen 
arrange Articles in order only 
to get the entire Warrant in form 
so it can get to the floor. With 
town meeting in session the order 
in which Articles are to be con- 
sidered canbe determined by those 
present and voting. Also officials 
of town meeting, while it is in 
session, have no more legal power 
in the conduct of business than 
does each voter present. 

26 percent of this year’s Warrant 
is taken up concerning accepting 
traveled ways as public streets. 
A by-law is needed that requires 
that those who wish such action 
must present certified cores of the 
highway surface and foundation 
in question for each 300 feet of 
length together with a statement 
of its composition which has been 
made by a certified testing 
agency: Also a certified state- 
ment that all drainage and traffic 
standards have been met. Then 
give to the town a bond for $5000 
for 5 years for each 300 feet of 
highway to be accepted: All of 
this at the expense of those seek- 
ing accommodation. 

This would sufficiently guaran- 
tee compliance with town 
standards. Selectmen would, by 
their signature, insure to town 
meeting that its interest has been 
protected. This by-law would 
save up to 25 percent of town 
meeting time each year, as well 
as assure better highways. 

Frequent changing of by-laws 
is unwise. Changing now so as 
to allow commerce here and there 
about town is mostly remarkable 
for efficiently turning the town 
into a city, bit by bit, as well as 
increasing the costs of protecting 
health and welfare and the new 
costs of handling water, sewage, 
waste accumulation and air. 

Back in 1966 letters to edi- 
tors pointed out the false economy 
of allowing distribution by means 
of nonreturnable bottles and pack- 
ages. Time has proved foresight 


of that opinion,

To Discuss 
Ordinance 


The man credited in the national 
press as ‘‘a private citizen who 
has made environmental history” 
by successfully sponsoring the 
nation’s first municipal ordinance 
against nonreturnable soft drink 
and beer containers is coming to 
Andover this weekend -- to discuss 
Town Meeting Article 62, which 
asks the same ordinance in An- 
dover. 

Dr. Ellis Yochelson of Bowie, 
Md., a Smithsonian Institute 
geologist, will publicly debate the 
pros and cons of the Andover bylaw 
modeled on Bowie’s, with the 
president of the Massachusetts 
Bottling Association. He will speak 
to the Andover and Lawrence 


Chambers of Commerce, meet 
town officials, hold a three hour 
public question and answer ses- 
sion Saturday for the public, and 
wind up with talks at Christ 
Church’s Sunday Sorum, to which 
the public is also invited. 

Andover voters trying to make 
up their minds on Article 62, will 
have plenty of opportunity to hear 
and question Yochelson over the 
weekend. They will be joined by 
the Boston news media , several 
State legislators and a Harvard 
Study Group for the question and 
answer period Saturday afternoon, 
1-4 p.m. at the Underwood Room 
of Phillips Academy’sAudio Visual 
Center. Andover’s article for an 
bylaw against nonreturnable con- 
tainers, and several bills now 
in the state legislature aiming in 
the same direction have focused 
wide interest on Yochelson’s visit 
to Andover this weekend.
